United States Senate by vote of 82 


to 6 declared state of war existed 
with Germany. The House of Repre- 
sentatives make similar declaration 
by vote of 373 to 50. At 1.13 P. M. on 
Good Friday, April 6, 1917, President 
Wilson signed resolution declaring 
state of war with Germany. 


Immediately upon the declaration 


of a state of war, armed forces of 
the United States seized all German 
i vessels interned in American ports, 
Jand their crews were made prisoners 
of war.

total tonnage of 594,696.

Htrrisburg Completed With 
Endorsements from Pennsyl- 
vania's Representatives in 
Upper Legislative Branch of 
Government-Vare and Brum- 
baugh Also Urge Action 


Representatives of the suffragists 


throughout the state who have been 
at Harrisburg in the interest of tbe 
woman suffrage amendment, have an- 
nounced that their legislative work 
was completed several days ago with 
practically all leaders and forces 
aligned in favor of their measure. 


Included in their endorsements, the 


suffragists announce that both Penn- 
sylvania 
senators 
have 
come out 


strongly in favor of another referen- 
dum in 1920. Senator P. C. Knox, for- 
merly Secretary of State, having added 
his approval to that of Senior Sena- 
tor Boies Penrose. Edwin H. Vare, 
who is Senator Penrose's opponent in 
Pennsylvania, is the suffrage leader 
In the State Senate, and Governor 
Brumbaugh also represents the op- 
posing division in the Republican 
party, urged another referendum in 
1920 
in his message to the Legisla- 


ture. 


Senator Penrose's endorsement fol- 


lows: 


I will do everything I can to 


help put the woman 
suffrage 


amendment through both the 1917 
and 1919 sessions of the Legisla- 
ture, and, in addition, will en- 
deavor to interest my friends in 
helping to have it passed. 
In a letter to Mrs. J. O. Miller from 


Valley Forge, Pa., Senator Knox said: 


I am in favor of a resubmission 


of the suffrage amendment to the 
voters of Pennsylvania in 1920. 
Senator Vare's official statement 


follows: 


I have always believed and still 


believe 
In women getting fair 


play. My friends and I have al- 
TOted for woman suffrage in the 
state Legislature and helped to 
pass the woman suffrage amend- 
ment two years ago. It was de- 
feated in the state by a very small 


majority, largely because of tk»

election. I shall vote and work tor 
the amendment again at Hani*- 
bsrg this year.

sage to the Legislature reads: 


Two years ago I asked yo« t» 


submit the question of an amend- 
ment to the Constitution permit- 
ting women to vote.

Since then a great national elec- 
tion has been held and wove* 
have more largely than aver exer- 
cised the franchise. They shMtd 
be allowed another opportunity to 
lay their claims freely and fnlly 
before the people and I request that 
your action may be fa/orable in 
this matter.

districts will follow next year. The 
ost per pupil is entirely too hogh 
where there are but from six to ten 
pupils. In schools of that size it is 
mpossiblc for a teacher to arouse 
jmd maintain interest. 
The pupils 


will do much better if placed in 
arger schools. 
Abbottstown built an additional 


rom to their building which was oc- 
cupied by the high school. The Pitzer 
school house, in Cumberland town- 
ship, was destroyed by fire in Janu- 
ary. During the balance of the term 
the pupils of the school were distri- 
cted in some of the other schools 
of the township. The board of di- 
rectors have built a beautiful, sub- 
stantial, up-to-date, brick house, on 
a new site which is a credit to the 
directors as well as the 
district. 


Jnion township enlarged the play 
ground at the Valley Grove school 
louse. Many other districts repair- 
ed, repainted and otherwise improv- 
ed their buildings. I am glad to say 
that the disgraceful outbuildings are 
icing replaced by up-to-date build- 
ings in a number of districts. 


The table of expenditures for the 


maintenance and conduct of Adams 
county schools shows a total of $154.- 
322.22. Receipts for school purposes 
—state 
appropriations 
and 
from 


taxes and other sources—were $162.- 
253.32. Items of expense making up 
the total expenses are: Cost of 
school houses, purchasing buildings, 
renting, etc., $15,504^9; 
teachers' 


wages, $82,739; cost of text books. 
$5,197.05; cost of supplies, other than 
text books, $3,396.90; salary of secre- 
taries in various districts, $1,498.18; 
fees of treasurers, $1,837.01; total 
cost of collection of taxes, $2,755.01; 
cost of enforcing compulsory attend- 
ance law. $279.48; all other expenses, 
$41,115.41. 


The report shows there were 6.865 


pupils attending schools, 3.537 of 
whom were males and 3,328 females. 
The teaching corps was composed of 
132 female pedagogues and 86 males, 
a total of 218. 


With the help of a genial and effi- 


cient assistant during the past year 
we were able not only to accomplish 
a great deal more in the office work 
but were also able to make twice as 
many visits and do much better work 
in the line of supervision and attend- 
ance at the educational meetings. 


My thanks are due to the teachers 


for their cordial support, to the pa- 
pers of the county for their assist- 
ance in furthering the cause of edu- 
cation, to the directors for their sup- 
port given, and to the Department 
of Public Instruction for aid and en- 
couragement given."

HEALTH DEPT. WAGES WAR ON 


INFANTILE PARALYSIS. 


Notice Smt Health Officer* Urging 


Town* to Clean UP to Prevent 


Outbreaks of Epidemic. 


Harrisburg, April 3rd.—A 
state- 


wide "clean-up" as a measure of pre- 
vention against a possible epidemic 
of infantile paralysis this summer 
has been put under way by Dr. 
Samuel G. Dixon, State Health Com- 
missioner, who is sending out this 
week a letter of instruction to all 
local boards of Health and Health 
Officers .as well as to the more than 
one thousand men who constitute the 
field force of his department in its 
medical and sanitary divisions. 


The instructions call for the eradi- 


cation of all insanitary conditions 
that might lead to a spread of the 
disease and go into details as to the 
precautions that should be taken. 


"We must anticipate some polio- 


myelitis this year and take every pre- 
caution in the way of preparedness 
against it," said Doctor Dixon, in dis- 
cussing his action 
to-day, 
"even 


though its presence last year does 
not necessarily mean a severe epi- 
demic this summer." 


"We are coming into the season 


when, through the disintegration of 
organic matter, much of the new in- 
sect life of the year will come into 
its first stages. It is during this sea- 
son that infantile paralysis generally 
appears in epidemic form. 


"In preparation, it behooves us not 


to let any precaution escape our at- 
tention. Thus we should enter upon 
a 
vigorous 
"clean-up," 
especially 


when we keep in mind what excellent 
results were obtained in last year's 
epidemic when we went into some 
of the small towns and showed them 
how to obtain almost ideal house- 
keeping. 
"For some years the Pennsylvania 


Department 
of Health 
has 
been 


working for 
a preventative 
that 


could be supplied in sufficient quan- 
tity to fill any possible demand. In 
this important work. Pennsylvania 
can report progress. 


"We must at the present time rely. 


however, solely on the results of ex- 
perience obtained in fighting the dis- 
ease. And one of the first lessons is 
that we must keep perfectly clean 
our houses, out-buildings, grounds. 
stables, barns, and barnyards. Every 
care must be taken of each water 
supply, 'for each one represents a 
stone in the foundation of prepared- 
ness. 
"The great move now being taken 


by the Department of Health is a 
crusade against filth, not only in the 
cities and towns and boroughs, but 
in the country districts. The circu- 
lar of instructions is being sent not 
[only to our County Medical Inspec- 
tors and Health Officers, but to all 
the Department nurses and stream 
inspectors as well. 


"The State Department of Health, 


with the Governor standing behind 
the Commissioner of Health in the 
work, calls upon every individual and 
all the local health authorities to 
push with a strong hand this task of 
insuring the health of our little chil- 
dren, who will soon stand in our 
places—and especially at this time 
when they face the heritage of pre- 
serving peace and order in not only 
our own union of states but perhaps 
in the whole civilized world.'' 


Copy of letter to Health Officers. 


April i, 1917. 


To Health Officers and Boards of 


Health of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania: 


There were over two thousand 


cases of infantile paralysis in Penn- 
sylvania from July ist to the end of 
the year. 1916. with over five hundred 
deaths. The experience of last sum- 
mer show that an energetic clean-up 
in towns throughout the State was 
of tbe greatest assistance in control- 
ling this epidemic, and it is impera- 
tive that a systematic clean-up be 
undertaken by the combined efforts 
of all local health boards with the 
State Department of Health, at once, 
to prevent a fresh outbreak this sum- 
mer. 


The following measures are im- 


portant and must be kept definitely 
in mind and they must not only be 
enforced, but tbe effect of each meas- 
ure should be carefully noted. 


Privies. 


All cess pools filled to within 18 


inches of top must be cleaned out 
and disinfected with the liberal use 
of unslaked or chlorinated lime. 
The privy should be screened against 
flics, and covers provided for the 
seat?. 


T3ic contents must 3>c removed to 


a safe distance from habitations and 
buried at least twelve inches below 
1 the surface of the ground, and where 
there is no risk of infecting streams. 


The contents of the cess r>ools 


should he sprinkled with unslaked or 
rhlorinatcd HJJIC frequently. 


Stables in Towns and Villages.

C5:irm1a!c in open piles. The <iai1y 
conlcn*s should 3>e placed 5n pits or 
3>3ns J5fjl3t3v covered or thoroughly 
fly screened.
